ECONOMICAL  CITY  ADMIN- 
ISTRATION. 
G 'eetiville's  affaires  are  con- 
ducted in  a  manner  that  leaves 
no  doubt  as  to  the  economy  of 
municipal  administration.  The 
Salary  ot  the  Mayor  has  been  cut 
to  $25.  00  per  month.  The  chief 
of  Police  who  also  collects  taxes 
and  licenses  receives  as  a  salary 
$50  per  month  the  Police  officers 
get  $40  00  per  month.  This 
item  shows  that  the  Mayor  ser- 
ves mainly  for  honor  and  not  for 
the  salary  of  the  office.  The  clerk 
chosen  from  the  council  receives 
only  $10  per  month  for  his  ser<« 
vices.  On  this  basis  the  close 
economy  prevailing  in  city  affa- 
irs may  be  judged. 

ITS  PROPERTY. 


ITS  RBVENUES. 


The  city  of  Greenville  owns  its 
City  market  and  Opera  House,  a 
Chemical  fire  engine,  a  hook  and 
ladder  fire  engine  with  all  necess- 
ary apparatus  and  three  hose 
carts.  It  owns  also  the  finest 
S9hool  building  in  this  entire  sec- 
tion of  county  built  of  red  brick 
three  stories  high  and  well  furn- 
ished. It  owns  also  a  fine  school 
building  situated  on  methodist 
hill  which  is  used  for  the  negroes 
This  building  is  a  frame  siruc- 
t  ture  but  roohjy  and  well  built. 

ITS  STREETS. 

Greenville  annually  spends  a 
large  sum  on  the  keeping  up  of 
her  numerous  streets  which  in 
extent  equals  about  21  miles. 
The  streets  are  kept  in  excellent 
condition  but  requires  continual 
looking  after  by  competent  super- 
vision. 


■  The  revenues  of  the  city    are 
derived  from  varions  sources  such 
as  city  tax  on  personal   and   real 
estate,  Street  tax,  l>icense  tax  and 
fines  and  forfeitures  m  the  mayor 
court.     The  property  given  in  for 
taxation  in  the  city   amounts    to 
about  one  million  of    dollars  and 
when  it    is  taken    into    consider- 
ation that   values    are   generally 
given  in  for  about  two   thirds   of 
their  actual    worth    we   find   the 
total  amount  of    taxable  property 
to  equal  about  one  and  one  third 
million  ot  dollars.     The    last  re- 
port ot  the  city  treasurer  showed 
that  Greenville  had  received  from 
all  sources  during  the    past  .year 
$15,  761 .     That  the  total  expen- 
ditures  were  ^14  662   its  balance 
on   hand    incliuding    balance  on 
hand  Jan.lst  1903  $2,278. 
*  Greenville    has    an     excellant 
volunteer  fire    department    ever- 
ready  at    duty's    call.     She    has 
cheap  insurance  rates  owing    to 
her  splendid    water    supply    and 
the  great  pressure  ©f  same  which 
is  sufficient   to    force  the    water 
direct  from  the  hydrants  over  our 
highest  buildings.     The  city  has 
just   contracted    for  a   system  of 
lighting    which     will   light    our 
streets  brightly  as  day.     Our  tax 
rate  is  lower  than  in  most  cities 
and  tlie  license  rate  less.

Judge  J.  C.  Richardson  was  born 
(wi  the  Island  of , Key  ;.J^^8t,  Florida, 
April  18th.  1852..-  Ill«  father  was  the 
w;>U  known  and-  universally  beloved 
It.  S.  P.I  Richardson,  who  devoted 
Tfty-four  years  of  his  life  to  the  ac- 
iive  ministrv  in. the  Methodist  Epis- 
r.-pal  Church,  South.  The  maiden 
iijime  of  Jud^e  Richardson's  mother 
\\as  Mary  Eliza  Arledge,  daughter  of 

*  iiUon  Earp  Arledgfe  and  hi?  wife, 
Mary  Judith  Breaker.  Judge  Rich- 
ardson Is  descended  on  his  mother's 
side  from  a  faniilv  among  whom  are 
I  umbered  many  prominent  ministers 
.  f  the  IJaptist  Church-Rev.  J.  M.  C. 
llreaker,  an  uncle,  was  a  man  of  great 
I  arninsr,  and  a  prominent  Baptist 
i>in,ister,  two  of  whose  sons  were  Bap- 
tist .ministers-Rev.  Henry  Breaker, 
Lite  of  St.  Louis,  and  Rev.  Manly  J. 
1  reaker,  D  D.,  of  St.  Lnuis. 

Jud^^e  Richardson  was  educated  at 
1  lie  East  Alabama  Mule  College;  the 
."^iimmerfield  Institute,  and  theSouth- 
I  in  University.  He  taught  school  at 
tiie  Livingston  Male  Academy,  at 
J  ivingston,  Alabama,  and  in  the  Cal- 
)i>un  Male  Institute  at  Cross  Plains, 
4  alhoun  County,  Alabama. 

PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION. 

In  1872  lie  matriculated  in  the  Law 
department  of  the  Cumberland  Uui- 
vt-rsHy,  Lebanon,  Tennessee,  where 
\"'.  took  the  degree  of  Bachelor  ot 
l.iws  in  December,  1873.     He  was    at 

•  iiice  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law 
ity  the  Supreme  Court  of  Alabama. 

PROFESSIONAL  CAREER. 

In  December,  1873,  he  came  to 
<.reenville.  Alabama,  and  after  look- 
injj  the  situation  over,  decided  to  lo- 
r.ite  in  Greenville.  On  the  4th  of 
.•anuary,  1874,  he  opened  a  law  office, 
Mid  immediately  entered  upon  a  suc- 
cessful career,  though  he  had  to  com- 
pete with  such  men  as  Hilary  A.  Her- 
iiert.  Judge  John  K.  Henry,  Judge 
'Ihomas  J.  Judge,  and  Hon.  John 
(iambel,  and  others  not  less  renown- 


ed. As  a  lawyer  he  was  gifted  witb 
a  keen  perception  of  rielit,  an  ability 
to  sift  his  case  thoroughly,  -ij^lectlng 
its  stfnng  points,-'and  also  po!«iessfed  in 
an  uncomnjQja  j^deg|-ee  that,  ^nacj^v 
of  purpose  wh'ich^stoppt'd  not,  short  of 

a  decisionjin  favor  of  his  client.

STATE  SENA  '  E. 

In  1886'he  was  eled'tod  to'tlie  Stat« 
Senate  from  the  ^evetlteenth|^  Sena- 
torial District,  composed  of  Butler 
and  Conecuh  Counties.  At  this  time 
that  great  daily,  the  Montgomery 
Advertiser,  said  of  him,  "He  is  a 
source  of  pride  and  pleasure  to  his 
friends  throueliout  the  State.  As  a 
public  man  he  has  always  been  up- 
right, honest  and  true,  and  his  abili- 
ty to  fill  the  hdiHirahle  position  to 
which  he  has  been  called  by  the  peo- 
ple of  his  district  is  unquestioned  and 
unquestionable."  During  the  session 
he  was  keenly  alive  to  the  interests 
of  his  district. 

As  a  member  of  the  joint-commit- 
tee of  the  House  ana  Senate,  on  the 
revision  of  the  Code  of  Alabama,  bv 
his  thorough  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject in  its  varied  details,  he  rendered 
services  of  great  value.  Hon.  C.  H. 
Lancy,  who  was  a  Senate  member  of 
that  joint-committee,  in  hn  Remini- 
scences of  the  Alabama  Legislature, 
says  of  Judge  Richardson,  "He  is 
brisrht  in  the  law,  quick  and  decisive 
in  his  rulings,  atfable  in  nis  manner 
on  a,nd  off  the  bench,  an  honor  to  the 
judiciary  and  a  cred't  to  the  man- 
hood of  the  state." 

The  present  flourishing  public 
school  system  of  Greenville,  Alabama, 
is  indebted  to  him  for  the  legislation 
of  the  session  of  188(5-7  of  the  Alaba- 
ma Legislature,  which  brought  such 
school  into  existence,  with  the  means 
for  its  erection  and  iBamtenance. 

In  the  Senate  Journal  of  1886-7 
will  be  found  other  services  perform- 
ed by  Mr  Richardson  while  in  the 
Senate.  It  was  written  of  air.  Rich- 
ardson at  that  time.  "That  no  man 
of  his  age  has  been    more   successful.

He  has  the  quickest  and  accutest 
perceptions,  and  is  possessed  of  a 
mind  thoroughly  trained  and  organ- 
ized for  the  law,  which  he  loves  for 
its  own  sake.  He  is  a  brilliant  con- 
versationalist, an  pxtensive  miscel- 
laneous reader,  and  eloquent  speaker 
and  writer,  and  possesses  great  digni- 
ty of  character." 

JUDICIAL  HONORS. 

In  November,, 1898,  J.  C.  Richard- 
son was  elected,  without  opposition 
to  the  oflfice  of  Judge  of  the  Second 
Judical  Circuit  of  Alabama.  In  re- 
gard to  his  candidacy,  the  Conecuh 
Record  of  August  12th,  1897,  said, 
"His  distinguished  worth  and  well 
known  legal  ability  eminently  fit  him 
for  the  position.  Aside  from  this, 
the  universal  esteem  in  which  be  is 
held  has  brought  forth  many  enconi- 
ums  from  the  press  Jn  this  district, 
among  which  is  the  Luverne  Journal, 
which  speaks  of  him  as  "a  man  a- 
bove  reproach,  learned  in  the  law, 
and  free  from  all  entangling  alliance 
politically."  The  Record  joins  most 
heartily  with  these  contemporaries 
in  placing  his  name  before  the  public, 
feeling  that  by  his  election  the  inte- 
rests of  justice  will  be  forwarded, 
and  public  affairs  be  in  most  worthy 
hands." 

His  record  as  a  Judge  may  be 
best  gleaned  from  the  Newspapers  of 
the  Counties  wherein  he  has  pre-ided 
over  the  Circuit  Courts  in  the   State. 

The  Pratville  Phogress  of  Nov. 
18,  1898,  said,  "The  people  are  very 
favorably  impressed  with  Judge  Rich- 
ardson as  a  gentlenjan  and  an  otllcer. 
His  manner  of  dispatching  business 
met  with  the  approval  of  all.  His  o- 
pioion  that  the  business  of  court  is 
similar  to  any  other,  and  should  De 
dispatched  as  rapidly  as  possiable, 
and  with  as  little  expense  as  necessa- 
ry, is  in  harmony  with  the  tax  pay- 
ers." 

The  Columbia  Breeze  of  April  30, 
1899,  said,  "Circuit  Court  opened 
here  Monday  morning  with  Judge  J. 
C.  Richardson  of  Greenville  presiding. 
Judge  Richardson  has  won  golden  o. 
pinions  from  attorneys   and   citizens 


alike.  In  the  matter  of  conducting 
business  he  is  simply  a  revelation  to 
them;  they  have  not  been  used  to  hav 
ing  such  a  tight  reign  held  over  them, 
but  they  all  declare  that  they  like 
It.  He  is  the  embodiment  of  brevity 
and  courtesy,  and  renders  his  decis- 
ions so  quickly  and  fairly  that  the 
best  feeling  prevails  among  all  con- 
cerned." 

Another  paper.  The  Star  Ozark, 
Dale  County,  said,  "The  reporter 
can't  begin  this  story  by  saying  "The 
Court  drags  its  weary  length  along," 
thanks  to  the  business  methods  of  a 
business  Judge  on  the  bench.  The 
prophesy  seen  in  Judge  Richardson's 
Charge  to  the  Grand  Jury  has  been 
more  than  fulfilled.  He  has  held 
witnesses,  jurors  and  all  court  offi- 
cials right  down  to  brass  tacks,  and 
has  kept  them  there  to  the  financial 
advantage  of  the  taxpayers  of  Dale 
County,  and  the  great  satisfaction  of 
the  general  public." 

The  Free  Press  of  Ozark,  Ala- 
bama, said  of  him,  "Judge  Richard- 
son is  not  after  the  reglation  pattern. 
His  characteristics  are  peculiar  to 
himself.  He  is  an  officer  who  feels 
that  he  is  in  the  employ  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  is  paid  enough  to  justify  him 
in  giving  the  people  ins  time  and  his 
talents.  He  dispatches  business  with 
a  celerity  hitherto  unknown  to  this 
court.  He  presses  litigants  and  law- 
yers to  dispose  of  their  cases.  In  the 
judicial  line  he  is  that  "new  thing 
under  the  sun"  which  Solomon  could 
not  find  a  few  centuries  ago.  He  is 
clear,  ccmcise,  fair  and  Kind.  As  a 
ministrant  In  the  Temple  of  Justice, 
he  IS  without  reproach.  He  has  made 
a  most  favorable  impression  upon  our 
peopie,  and  has  won  our  heartiest  re- 
gard and  good  wishes.  It  is  refresh- 
ing to  meet  a  Judge  whcse  courtesy 
to  the  legal  profession  does  not  close 
his  eyes  to  the  duty  he  owes  to  the 
people  to  dispatch  the  business  of  lit- 
igants as  swiftly  as  compatible  with 
justice." 

The  Alexander  City  Outlook  of 
January,  1902,  said.  "For  dispatch- 
ing the  business  of  the  courts  .with 
uniform  courtesy  and  with  executive 
ability  that  is  both  wonderful  and 
admirable,  commend  us  to  the  Hon. 
J.  C.  Richardson  of  the  Second  Judi- 
cial Circuit.  He  is  an  honor  to  the 
judiciary  of  Alabama.  He  knows  the 
law,  expounding  it  in  a  manner  not 
to  be  misunderstood,  and  in  his   judi- 


cial  capacity  "has  It  executed  to  the 
letter,  thereby  gamine:  a  proper  re- 
spect for  the  judiciary  and  its  pro- 
vinces, and  for  law  and  order  on  the 
part  of  the  people.  Judge  Richard- 
sou  took  up  the  big  dockets  for  both 
civil  and  criminal  weeks  and  put  the 
big  machine  of  justice  in  operation 
without  the  least  friction.  There 
were  forty -one  convictJons,  a  record 
breaker  in  Tallapoosa  criminal  court 
records.  The  Judge  is  a  most  affable 
mao  on  the  bench,  and  his  fairness 
and  firmness  on  the  bench  make  him 
an  ideal  man  and  a  just  Judge.  There 
is  but  one  other  wearing  the  judicial 
ermine  who  is  so  close  to  the  people 
of  Tallapoosa,  and  who  is  the  equal 
of  any  man  occupying  the  exalted 
station:  'J'hat  man  is  .ludge  N.  D. 
Denson  of  our  own  Circuit.  He  and 
Judge  Richardson  are  fast  friends, 
and  sometimes  exchange  work,  which 
•explains  tlie  presence  at  Dadeville  of 
-tne  learned  Judge  from  the  Second 
District. 

The  Dadkville  HEKAi.Dsaid,  "The 
Bar  Association  of  Tallapoosa  County 
lield  a  special  session  at  Dadeville, 
and  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Judge 
Richardson  lor  his  eminent  services 
as  presiding  Judge  at  the  special 
term  held  for  the  past  two  weeks. 
*rhe  Tote  was  passed  unanimously, 
and  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the 
court,  after  which  the  Judge  was  es- 
corted to  a  carriage  in  waiting,  and 
driven  about  the  County  capital." 

Thk  Citizen  Examiner  of  August 
19th,  1898,  said.  "Judge  Richardson 
•was  popular  in  Lowndes  as  a  lawyer, 
and  his  business  like,  practical  man- 
ner on  the  Bench,  coupled  wiih  his 
mercy  for        weak         offenders, 

increases  the  regard  in  which  he  has 
always  been  held  here.  Unless  he  is 
the  most  hardened  criminal,  the  con- 
■vict  melts  and  repents  under  Judge 
Richardson's  rebuking  vet  tender  sen- 
teGces.  The  jury  and  the  witnesses 
liave  him  to  thank  for  chairs  and  fires 
iQ  the  jury  rooms.  He  says  that 
mo  jury  can  properly  decide  a  case 
while  standing  in  a  room  cold  enough 
to  give  them  pneumonia." 

The  Lowndes  News  of  August  19th, 
l^gS,  said,  "This  is  the  first  term  pre- 
sided over  by  our  most  esteemed 
Judge,  J.  C.  Richardson.  His  manner 
and  conduct  as  a  Judge  but  reiterat- 
es the  ciiaracteristics  of  the  man,  al- 
ways generous  and  kind-hearted,  yet 
mindful  of  feis  duties  and  faithful  to 


his  trusts.  He  has  the  love  and  es- 
teem of  the  Bar  and  of  all  the  people 
generally  of  our  County. 

The  Gkove  JIill  Democrat  nf 
October  26th,  ]899.  said,  "Circuit, 
court  convened  with  Judge  Richai'l- 
son  presiding  in  exchange  with  Judg  !

Judj-<i 
Richardson's  mode  of  precediire  mi 
the  court  room  Is  an  innovation  in 
the  courtroom  rules  of  Clarke  Coun- 
ty. He  expedites  business  with  gr«-at, 
celerity.  He  is  very  positive,  }>-t, 
mild,idignified  and  courter)Us.  jim 
affable  manner,  his  ability  as  a  judL''\ 
and  the  manifestation  ,-.t  hissincerp  v 
in  the  execution  of  the  law  in  an  im- 
partial and  laudable  manner,  Ikim^ 
won  for  him  tlie  enconiums  of  ;ili 
who  have  attended  this  term  ui* 
court. 

The  Linden  I?EPORTEUof  Novem- 
ber 10,  1899.  said,  "Judge  J.  C.  Ri.'u- 
ardson  of  Greenville  has  been  preMl- 
ing  over  Circuit  Court  here  thi*  we.i<. 
The  bar  learned  at  an  early  limU' 
that  the  Judge  had  come  tor  busine^-.. 
He  keeps  perfect  order,  holds  the  l;i  v- 
yers  down  to  the  strict  letter  of  l  ne 
law,  and  dispatches  business  with  i  n^' 
utmost  smoothness,  always  having  an 
eye  to  the  future  happiness  and  pros- 
perity of  the  court  officials.  If  imre 
of  our  judges  would  adopt  Judge  Rich- 
ardson's plan,  there  would  be  less  ns- 
less  litigation,  and  the  dockets  of  our 
courts  would  not  beencumbered  wii/i 
cases  carried  over  from  term  to  tei m. 
The  Judge  has  won  the  admiration  ■>( 
our  people,  who  pron  mnce  him  ne 
best  they  have  ever  seen  on  tins 
bench."

He    was 
reared  in  Trov,  Pike  county,  Ala- 
bama; was  jjraduaied   at  Emory 
and    Henry    colleg^es,    Vir«:inia, 
and  duringf  the    month   of   Octo- 
ber, 1872,  located  in  the    city    of 
Montgomery  lo     engage    in    the  j 
practice  of  law      He  entered  the 
legal  profession    in    partnership  ! 
with  that  jurist,  the  late   lamen-  i 
ted  ex-Chiet    Justice    Samuel  F.  | 
Rice,  of  our  state  Supreme  Court,  ! 
whom  he  loved   devotedly,  as    a  i 
worthy  son  would  love  an  hon'ir- 
ed  parent.     This  partnership  con- , 
tinued  for  eighteen  years  and  un- ' 
til   Judge    Rice's   death.      Since' 
that  time  he  has  never  had  a  part- 
ner.    He  went  at  the    first    with 
one  bound  to  front  rank  of  a  bar 
noted  tor  lawyers  of  commandioji^ 
abibity  and  matchles-  eloquence. 
He  was  twice    a   delgate    t'>    the 
Democratic  National   convention 
and  in  the  dark  days  of  the  state's 
history  he  served  for  a  long  while 
as  a  member  most  efficient  of  the 
Democratic  State  Executive  com- 
raitte.     He  was  one  of  "the  bovs 
in  the  trenches"  in    the    redemp- 
tion of  Alabama  from    the    seige 
of  the  carpet    bagger   and  scalla- 
wag.

Wallace  has  served  this  church  as  clerk 
of  its  Conferences  for  many  years.  The 
membership  has  never  been  large,  there 
being  comparatively  few  of  this  order  of 
people  residing  in  or  near  the  city.  These 
people  are  veiy  plain  and  simple  in  their 
form  of  worship,  believing  as  they  do 
that  the  worship  of  God  is  in  Spirit  and 
Truth  wholly  without  Ostentation  and 
strictly  separate  from  all  church  auxile- 
aries,  so  called  and  all  Institutions  foun- 
ded on  the  wisdom  of  men.

There  is  a  clav  subsoil  of 
considerable  depth  to  these  lands 
which  gives'  them  great  stability. 
■'  The'  soils  of  the  county  produce 
cotton*  corn,' Sugar' cane,  rice,  rye, 
peas,'  oats,  peanuts  and  potatoes, 

Butler  County  up  to  a  comparitivly 
short  time. ago  held  numerous  forests 
of  tine  pine  timber  but;  enterprising 
saw  mill  companies  have  greatly  re- 
duced their  extent  but   at   the   same 


time  have  made  thousands  of  acres  of 
forest  into  lands  which  could  be  easi- 
ly cleared  and  cultivated.  \t  some 
points  in  the  county  large  turpentine 
interests  are  now  operating  in  the 
same  fields  formerly  worked  by  the 
saw  mills.  In  spije  of  the  heavy  in- 
roads made  on  the  timber  for  manu- 
facturing purpose  there  is  still  a  plen- 
tiful supply  of  pine  and  hardwoods 
and  gums  in  abundance.  It  will  be 
many  years  before  the  lack  of  timber 
becomes  a  serious  question  in  this 
countv.  Lands  are  comparitively 
cheap  and  homes  and  farms  can  be 
secured  at  comparitively  small  ex- 
pense. The  educational  interests  of 
the  county  are  well  cared  for  and 
churches  and  school  houses  are 
all  over  the  county. 

The  peoDle  are  intelligent,  thrifty 
and  law  abiding  and  are'making  rap- 
id strides  toward  prosperity  as  evi- 
dence by  the  many  pretty  and  com- 
fortable country  homes  well  furnish- 
ed, the  excellcht  farm  equipment 
and  tlie  ^obd  live  stock  and  vehicles 
owned  by  Butler  County  farmers.

I'm  agin  em  and  I  don't  want  em 
around  me. 

The  day  of  the  election  came  oft 
and  Si  had  the  socks  beat  off  him. 
He  couldn't  understand  how  a  man 
with  such  liberal  principles  could  be 
turned  down  and  laid  the  result  to 
the  managers  having  counted  him 
out. 


TAX  SALES  AND  VOTERS. 

Butler  County  has  for  a 
a  number  of  years  had  no  tar 
sales  of  lands  excepting  such 
as  was  allowed  to  be  sold  by 
the  owners  for  the  purposjS  of 
caring  some  defect  of  t;iltle.l| 
During  1903,  749  porsons 
paid  poll  tax  in  this  county 
although  the  amount  of  poll 
tax  paid  is  ])ut  a  poor  indica- 
tion of  the  number  of  voters. 
Up  to  Jan.  16  only  606  per- 
sons had  paid  poll  tax  al- 
though many  more  could  pay 
before  Feb.  1st.  There  are 
many  voters  in  this  county 
exempt  from  the  payment  of 
poll  tax  on  account  of  mili- 
tary and  fire  company  duty 
and  also  over  age.  Butlers 
vote  in  1902  was  2,682  and 
this  year  it  will  doubless  be 
as  large.  Of  the  registered 
voters  in  the  county  there  is 
only  one  negro.  Taxes 
are  promptly  ])aid  on  per- 
sonal and  real  estate  and 
were  it  not  the  law  that  the 
tax  collector  is  not  allowed 
to  call  the  citizen's  attention 
to  the  payment  of  poll  tax 
the  receipts  from  that  source 
would  be  much  greater.

Have  a  christian  Endeavor 
society,  that  meets  to  study 
the  Bible  each  Sunday.  Have 
60  on  Sunday  school  roll. 
Are  making  arrangements  for 
a  pastor  this  year.

SOUTH. 


'riie  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
Sout/h  in  Greenville  commenced  its 
marvelous  career  in  the  dark  days  of 
1864.  Born  amid  the  mighty  shak- 
incs  of  civil  strife,  it  has  had  a  hardy 
and  bold  growth.  Forming  on  the 
ruins  of  the  Protestant  Methodist 
Church,  it  was  strong  from  the  be- 
gin ing.  The  Society  worsniped  first 
in  the  little  Protestant  Church  build- 
ing, wh'ch  was  located  in  the  beauti- 
ful grove  now  frontini^  the  pa,r- 
sonage,  but  in  1874  under  th^success- 
ful  pastorate  of  the  much-love(i  and 
now  Sainted  W.  M.  Motley,  the  con- 
gregation built  the  present  commo- 
dious hnck  structure,  which  was  at 
the  time  one  of  the  liandsomest 
Churches  in  the    State. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Greenviiie 
rapiflly  tilled  up  with  an  enterprisino- 
citizenship.  The  growth  of  tlie  city 
was  marvelous  and  the  growth  qf  the 
Methodist  C'hurch  more  so.  Almost 
•at  bound  the  Greenville  Church  took 
lier  place  as  one  of  the  leading  pul- 
pits.in  the  denomination,  had  a  large 
cultured  Congregation,  paid  a  large 
salarv  and  commanded  the  best 
preaching  talent  and  exercised  a 
wide  and  powerful  influence.  Her 
present  membership  is  35!. 

Some  vears  ago  the  steeple  on  the 
Church  building  was  blowen  off  and 
the  body  of  the  building  injured  by 
fire  and  ^ater  Only  necessary  re- 
pairs have  been  made  on  the  building 
since  tliat  time,  it  having  been  the 
purpose  of  the  congregations'  to  re- 
place the  present  structure  .  with  a 
modern  house  better  suited  in  its  ar- 
rangement for  church  purposes.  So 
far  they  have  failed  to  do  this,  but 
it  is  ouiy  a  question  of  time  when 
the  new  church  will  be   built. 

The  church  owns  a  large  and  splen- 
did brick  parsonage,  well  furnished 
and  located  on  one  of  the  most  de- 
sirable residence  lots  in  tiie  city;  and 
more      recently      acquired      by

purchase  the  entire  plat  of  ground 
extendiDg  from  the  church  and  par- 
sonage lots  to  Commerce  street.

A  sketch^f  this  illustrious  Church 
discloses  a  tendency  to  return   to   the 
antique;  but  it  would  require  colossal 
menoory  to  gather    to-gether  such  a 
long  list  of  facts  which   the  modern 
public  would  term  ancient,  dry^statis- 
tics  and  would  fail  to    bring    them- 
selves back  far  enough  into   the    at- 
mosphere of  the  past  to  enjoy;  tnere- 
fore,  only  a  point  or  two  will  be  cited. 
The  different  pastors  reached  a   high 
point  in  their  profession,    and   while 
Yarious  workers  of  the  old  guard  have 
passed  away  the  standard  which   we 
are    desirous    of    maintaining    is    a 
debt  of  honor  of  which  we  are  bound 
^o    acquit    ourselves    in    a    manner 
worthy  of  these  mainstays  who   were 
of  that  metallic  and   enduring   kind.

another  bow  string  aj\d  lifted  the, bow 
jijst  as  he  came'  in  sight.     Tlie   icifrn- 
tist  fired  again  and  the    string    snap*- 
ped  in  two. 

As  quick  as  a  wink  the  Indian  bad 
out  his  tomatiawk  as  if  to  throw  it, 
but  one  two,  three  pistol  shots  rang 
out  and  the  tomahawk  fell  from  ibe 
handle,  cut  off  as  neatly  as  if  cut  off 
with  an  ax.
